For a great, many years tie* convent ions, made up of dele­ 
gates from tin* particular political subdivision, were the dassie 
events et the campaign. 
From the enmity conventions on up 
the scale to the state conventions, the gathering of the party 
delegates in state conventions in nominate a .state ticket and 
promulgate a platform embodying the principles of the party, 
was the haulier event of the campaign. 
This year, for the first t i me , t h e s t a t e t i c k e t will he m u m 


tinted by the party voters at the August primaries, leaving 
nothing for a state convention to do save build a platform up­ 
on which the candidates can stand, figuratively as well as 
lit* rally speaking.

Eg yp tian Headgear. 
The relief* and paintings on the walls 
of the tombs and temples of the Eg vj> 
tlans abow that that race of people 
wore thick and elegant headdress****. 
Hats with brims were apparently un­ 
known. 
Their headgear consisted of 
wigs, hoods and caps. 
“ The wigs were very likely mad** of 
balr or tow, for their great size contd 
not have been made by dressing of a 
person’s own hair; the caps were also 
very large and high and made of mate­ 
rial which as to lls kind can only it# 
guessed at,” says Charles E. Neater in 
a history and development of hats aud 
headgear. 
“The largest were cupola shaped, and 
their use was probably confined,” be 
further says, “ to those of royal blood. 
They were yellow, white and red. It is 
supposed that the yellow ones were 
made of brass and were a kind of 
met, that the white was the crown of 
upper Egypt ni,d the rod the crown *-f 
lower Egypt. Tho pschent, n combina­ 
tion of the white and red, was con-id- 
ered as tho symbol of the rule over flit 
land. 
I,ewer (lilt crowned caps were 
worn both alone and over a hood, an*! 
sometimes with a strap under the chin 
to boid tho headpiece in place. The 
huge wigs were probably worn upon 
the shaven heads, as it is supposed that 
the clean shaven head yas as preva­ 
lent in Egypt as it is now In tropical 
Asia.”
